THREAT TO DONEGAL 
KNITWEAR INDUSTRY 


A few days ago imports of cheap Japanese 
electric light bulbs forced an Irish factory to 
close. down; now big importations of ladies’ 
jumpers from Japan and Belgium are 
threatening the Donegal knitwear industry. 
~ The National Agricultural and Industrial 
Development Association’s Council, in con- 
sidering the matter, found that these articles, 
incliding the duty, cost the importer 3s. 11d. 
each, compared with 5s. 9d. for, the corre- 
sponding IJrish-made article. It was feared 
that considerabie unemployment might result 
in Donegal as a result of the importations, 
and it was noted that the average wages for 
weavers in Japan was 4s. 8d. per week, com- 
pared with 35s, in the Free State. 
Suggestions were made that the importers 
had acted unpatriotically, and, in view of 
the circumstances the Government should 


price. 

When reference was made to the closing 
of the electric light bulb factory, it was 
stated that it was essential that the Govern- 
ment should have the necessary power to act 
with lightning speed to prevent the sudden 
importation of huge stocks of dumped 
articles.

THE FREEDOM OF THE 


PRESS 
Mr. C. LAVERY (U.I., Dublin) stressed 


the source of danger in the Constitution by 
the inclusion of provisions which could not 
be introduced into a Court of Law, and the 
ualifications of them. In qualifying them 
they gave an opportunity to people who 
would not take the same point of view as 
the framers of the Constitution to interpret 
them quite differently. Where they found 
fundamental laws stuted and then qualified

One of the fundamental rights laid down 
in the Draft was the right to free expression 
of opinion,. but it provided also that the 
three organs—the radio, the Press and the 
cinema—of public opinion, should not be 
used to undermine public order or morality 
or the authority of the State. The freedom 
of the Press used. to be regarded as one of 
the bases of any free Constitution, but now 
they found by positive enactment that laws 
might be made ensuring that the Press—not 
to mention the others—shall not be used to 
undermine the authority of the State. That 
was, perhaps, an admirable idea in itself, 
but what was more easy than that such a 
power could be used by a Government which 
wished to restrain the Press. When was it to 
be said that the authority of the State was 
being undermined. If a Government was | 
being fairly attacked would it not give 
sufficient excuse to restrain and attack the 
liberty of the Press. ‘fhe right of ‘citizens to’

THE BANNED MEETING 


The suggestion of interference with the 
liberty of the Press came strangely from a 
party who had passed the Censorship Act 
and had banned the printing of the whole 
printed letterpress which might be contrary 
to public order.

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I., Dublin)—And it 
is being operated to-night.

The MINISTER added that if they went on 
as they were going it might be quite possible 
for some unscrupulous body of men to get 
control of the Government into their hands 
and retain it. If modern democracy was to 
continue there should be some Office such as 
that which the new Constitution conferred on 
the President.

EXECUTIVE POWERS BILL 


The first reading of the Executive Powers 
(Consequential Provisions) Bill, 1937, was 
agreed to. The bill is entitled “an act te 
make divers amendments of the law which 
are consequential on or have been rendered 
necessary or expedient by the amendments of 
the Constitution effected by the Constitution 
(Amendment No. 27) Act, 1936, and to make 
special provision in relation to the last holder 
of the office of Governor General.” 

Replying to Mr. Mulcahy (U.I., Dublin, 
North), Mr, RUTTLEDGE, Minister for 
Justice, said that the second stage would be 
taken on Wednesday next.

two hundred thousand. Provided the catches 
are good, and we receive the active support 
of the local folk, there 1s no reason why the 
industry should not become a valuable and 
profitable one to the district.” 

Later on, it was stated. a canning industry, 
would be opened, and in the winter months 
the company would interest itself. in bivalves.

MEETING IN DUBLIN

“The worst piece of class legislation yet 
introduced in the Dail,” was the description 
of the proposed Pigs and Bacon Bill given 
by Mr. Paul Bowes, Waterford, last night, 
at the meeting in Dublin of the Irish Minor 
Bacon-Curers’ Association. 

Mr. Bowes said that a minor curer could 
have his licence cancelled, as well as being 
fined, for an offence committed unwittingly, 
while the large curer would not suffer the 
cancellation for the same offence. 

Mr. James Hanley, Rooskey, County Sligo, 
said that the smaller curers were entitled to 
representation on the council of the Pigs 
Marketing Board, which taxed them. The 
Government was playing unwittingly into 
the hands of those who favoured foreign 
Fam in industry, and the bill would 

ave the effect of putting the entire bacon 
business into the hands of anti-national 
spirited firms 

Mr. John Duffy, Hacketstown, County 
Carlow, said thatesome of the minor cufers 
were producing more bacon than some of 
those registered as larger curers. 

Mr. John Byrne, Dublin, said that very 
few farmers were aware that during the past 
few months the monopolists—the Bacon 
Board—forced every curer to pay approxi- 
mately 18s: per pig less to the farmer than 
the farmer was entitled to receive. wid 

It was decided to print a million circulars, 
setting out “‘ the gross injustice done to the 
minor curers, the farmers and the public,”’ if 
certain provisions in the bill were permitted 
to pass, and that members should arrange 
for the distribution of the circulars in different.

WEXFORD, Tuesday. 


The possibility of Rosslare being reduced 

to a ‘peninsula, with consequent serious 
damage to the town of Wexford, and the 
further possibility of the Rosslare reservoir 
being washed away as the result of coast 
erosion, occupied the attention of Wexford 
County Council at its meeting to-day. 
_ In reply to the Council’s appeal for help, 
it was stated that neither the Minister for 
Local Government nor the Minister for Indus- 
try and Commerce could take ady responsi- 
bility for- defence from coast erosion. 

In fact, said the Council’s secretary, it 
appeared as if no one was responsible for deal- 
mg with the matter. 

“It looks like that,” agreed the Chairman, 
Mr. D. Allen, T.D. “ We have no statutory 
power to spend anything. . 

Mr, Culleton—As far as I can see, the next 
thing that will happen in Rosslare is that 
the reservoir will be washed away. Portion 
of the field in which the reserv»ir is situated 
is already gone. | 

It was decided to ask Mr. Candy, engineer 
of the Board of Works, to come down as a 
favour, and without prejudice, to assist the 
Council, 

The Finance Committee reported that at 
their meeting Mr. Nicholas Furlong, Iona 
Hotel, Rosslare, and a Glenroe landowner 
and his solicitor, Mr. M. Kavanagh (Messrs. 
M. J. O'Connor and Co.) appeared before them 
in connection with the flooding of his land 
at Hopelands, Mr. Furlong stated that he 
held acres, and in consequence of a 
‘breach in an embankment in September, 1935, 
the whole property, with the exception of 
fifteen acres. was flooded. He spent £70 
on repair work, but storms came and made 
a gap of seventy yards. : 

Mr. Kavanagh stated that unless some- 

thing was done Rosslare would, be reduced 
to a peninsula, with consequent serious effects 
on the town of Wexford. 
The Council adopted the recommendation 
of the Finance Committee, that the attention 
of the Office of Public Works and the Land 
Commission be directed to the complaint.

meeting last night, passed a resolution 
expressing the opinion that, despite the 
fact that 1,500 men were being employed on 
relief schemes, involving an expenditure of 
£272,000, steps should be taken immediately 
further to ameliorate the conditions con- 
sequent on the widespread unemployment 
prevailing in the city, and instructed the 
City Manager to investigate, with the 
Borough Surveyor, the initiation of suitable 
schemes, and submit those to the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health 
with a view to obtaining the appropriate 
grants towards the execution of the works. 
Further, that, in view of the considerable 
increase in the cost of living and pending 
suitable remunerative employment at reason- 
able wages, the Council impressed on the 
authorities concerned the necessity of increas- 
ing she grants payable under the Unemploy- 
ment Acts and for home assistance relief. 
Before the resolution was moved, a letter 
was read from the Unemployed Workers’ 
Rights’ Association, 33 Lower Gardiner 
street, suggesting an increase of twenty-five 
per cent. in the grants, and also. that the 
relief work given should be for six days, and 
not three or four, as under existing arrange- 
ments. 


THE COST OF LIVING 

Proposing the motion, the Lord Mayor 
(Alderman A. Byrne) said that he was 
satisfied that every member had had the 
same experience as. he had in receiving visits 
from the unemployed and urging him to bring 
forward their grievances. Since their allow- 
ances were first settled there had been an 
increase in the cost of living by at least five 


| Shillings in the pound and as a result the

Mr. J, J. Byrne, seconding the motion, was 
proceeding to refer to the Government’s 
promises about unemployment in 1932, with 
particular reference to the Minister for In- 
dustry, when the Lord Mayor interrupted 
and said he hoped that ns colleagues would 
keep away from anything that appeared to 
Lave party colour, . 

Mr. Byrne, continuing, said that if the 
motion were to be anything more than a pious 
resolution some steps aa have to be taken 
by the Council in order to get these schemes 
put in hands without delay. 

Mr. J. McCabe said that it would. not sur- 
prise him if they had a revolution in the city 
against the way these unfortunate unemployed 


people were treated. 


PROSPERITY IN THE CITY 
_ Mr. B, Butler, speaking for the Fianna Fail 
Councillors, said they had every sympathy 
with the demands of the unemployed, but it 
struck him as very strange that*the matter 
should be so urgent just now. He did not 
think it would be out of place to ask whether 
this would place an increased burden on the 
fatepayers, many of whom were complaining 
about the increased rate this year. Visitors 
to this city had spoken of the prosperity and 
industrial activity they saw here. It was 
wrong for anyone to exaggerate the position 
uf the unemployed, That helped to create the 
unrest which they saw throughout the world— 
they had seen the result in Russia, Spain and 
Mexico. He did not deny that the -ost of 
living had increased, but that was a world 
tendency, and they were no worse off than 
people in other countries. 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle said he never knew a time 
when there was so much unemployment in the 
city. 

The City Manager said that the Corporation 
at the present time was giving an unpre- 
cedented amount of relief work, znd the City 
Engineer's Department had been taxed to 
the utmost to: cope with schemes. It was not 
easy to suggest relief schemes in Dublin which 
could be regarded as wotks of an urgent 
nature. However, development works at 
Crumlin, Chapelizod and Clonturk would add 
considerably to the 1,500 at present em- 
ployed.

‘DIVERGENCE OF OPINION 


Mr. Justice Meredith, in a dissenting judg 
ment, said that his difference of opinion did 
not depend on his taking a different view on 
any question of law involved, but on a 
complete divergence of opinion regarding the 
effect of the evidence. If he thought that 
on the evidence the jury had no alternative 
but to take the view that the late Daniel 
Kelliher had driven the lorry straight for a 
brilliantly illuminated wall then he would have 
had no hesitation in holding that Kelliher, 
by his own negligent act, was the direct 
cause of his misfortune 

After a long analysis of the evidence Mr. 
Justice Meredith said that there was abun- 
dant evidence to justify the jury adopting the 
view that Kelliher ran into the wall as the 
result of a swerve due to his having discerned 
an unlighted tool van only some ten or 
twelve yards away, and that his not having 
discovered the van in time to avoid the 
accident was consistent with the absence 
of negligence on his part. Indeed, all things 
considered, that view was much the more 
reasonable one. 

The Court made an order setting aside the 
judgment for the plaintiff, ana entering 
judgment for the defendants, with costs of 
the trial and costs of this appeal. They 
directed that both parties should abide their 
own costs of the first appeal, which had been 
heard by a court of which the late Chief 
Justice Kennedy had been President, and 
which had reserved judgment.

Mr. Eamon Donnelly, the Fianna Fail 
representative for Leix, who sprang a 
surprise this week with his motion to 
defer consideration of the new Constitu- 
tion, 1s an Armagh man. 

“Ned” Donnelly, as he has been 
known for years in Armagh, seems to have 
devoted his life to politics. He entered 
the arena during the time of Michael 
Collins; but it was after the split of 1922 
that he became known in Dublin. 

He was not a Dail member, but took 
sides with Mr. de Valera’s party . and 
worked strenuously at the headquarters of 
Fianna Fail when that body was one with 
the ‘‘ irregulars.”’

RECORDS TAKEN IN 
STRATOSPHERE 


For over an hour and a half a large 
audience in the Physical Laboratory of Trinity 
College, Dublin, was entertained vesterday 
with a statement—aided by diagrams, graphs: 
and mathematical tables—illustrative of the 
facts and ‘speculations of scientists in the field 
of the cosmic rays. 

The lecturer was Professor R. A. Millikan, 
Sc.D., Ph.D.,' of the United States of 
America, This was his concluding lecture in 
the John Joly Memorial series, 

Speaking of his own and his colleagues’ 
experimental work, Professor Millikan said 
that they had got tracks that looked like 
electron tracks up to ten billion volts, and 
incidentally mentioned that his billion was the 
measure of a thousand millions. He showed 
records of tracks taken by the electroscope in 
aeroplanes at 29,000 feet, and also at greater 
heights in the stratosphere by means of 
balloons. They could aot say by what kind 
of cause the enormous energies of the cosmic 
rays were produced. «hey might assume 
there was some cnormously powerful magnetic 
field. They could, however, continue their 
speculations on the basis of the theories and 
facts with which he had dealt. 

The Provost, Dr. Thrift, who presided, said 
that he desired to express their thanks to 
Professor Millikan, and to say how grateful 
they were for his visit and for the enthralling 
theories he had put before them. Dr, 
Millikan had come a very long way to talk 
to them, and had done so largely out of 
respect for the man whose name was com- 
memorated in these lectures.

N an undemonstrative, but nevertheless 
| sincere, manner mahy citizens of Dublin 

observed Coronation Day. 

A large number of people wore Coronation 
emblems of red, white and blue ribbons, 
embossed with tiny pictures of Their 
Majesties or with Union Jacks. Emblem 
sellers were almost as ubiquitous as on a big 
international football day, though most of 
them were kept under the vigilant eye of a 
nearby Civic Guard or plain clothes detec- 
tives. 

The shops of city radio dealers were be- 
sieged throughout the morning with eagerly 
listening crowds, many of whom appeared 
deeply affected by the vivid description of 
the pageantry of the Coronation procession, 
which was broadcast by a staff of Britigh 
Broadcasting Corporation commentators posted 
at different points along the route and in the 
annex of the Abbey. Others, .unfortunately, 
unable to spend their time at the loud 
speakers, heard portion of the services as 
they passed through the streets on business. 
The wireless sets of all Dublin seemed to be 
tuned in to the same wave-length, and their 
owners apparently were determined not to be 
selfish. 


FLAGS ON BUILDINGS 


Many of the principal buildings were de- 
Fáeas. with flags. “Trinity College, Dublin, 
flew the college flag, and the house flags of 
the Trish Lights Commissioners at Carlisle 
Buildings, D'Olier street, and the R.D.8. and 
R.IT.A.C, were also flying. In the suburbs 
large Union Jacks attracted admiring—and 
in some cases hostile—glances, Particularly 
large flags were displayed at houses in 
Raglan road, Ballsbridge, and in Leinster 
road, | 

At Dun Laoghaire gay bunting decorated 
the three yacht clubs—the Royal St. George, 
the Royal Irish and the National—while the 
Irish Lights steamer Alexandra and two 
colliers unloading their cargo at the harbour 
were a mass of bright colour, among which 
red, white and blue predominated. Vessels 
in the port of Dublin, including one which 


wise decorated. 

While the day was not generally regarded 

as a holiday, several business premises closed, 
and in others the employés gathered into 
one room to listen to the Abbey Service 
relayed through portable wireless sets. The 
Dublin Stock oe hen was closed.

IN THE CHURCHES 


A Coronation Service was conducted yester- 
day forenoon in Christ Church Cathedral, 
Dublin, by the Rev. W. W. Dungan, M.A., 
Clerical Vicar. They were met together, he 
said, in the opening words of the commended 
Service, to add their prayers to the thoughts 
of countless multitudes whose minds were 
turning to one of the most sacred places in 
the history of: their race—the Abbey Church 
of St. Peter at Westminster. Thither our 
King and Queen were going to receive from 
rod the anointing which sealed their life’s 
service and bestowed God's grace for its ful- 
filment, and the Crowns which were the 
emblems of their royal state. They would 
go as other kings and queens before them 
had gone for a thousand years. Each prayer, 
each act in the solemn rite, was rich in 
memories of the long history through which, 
by God’s providence, the monarchy of this 
realm had been preserved. Yet it was no 
mere relic of the past. It spoke still of 
kingship as a trust received from God, It 
spoke now of the hallowing of the King for 
the service of God and of the people, not in 
that land only, but in many lands across the 
seas.

COMPLAINTS TO PUBLIC 
BOARD 


Complaints that Co. Dublin milk producers 
were at a serious loss in consequence of the 
Board giving the contract for its supply te 
Co. Limerick were made at the weekly meet- 
mg of the Dublin Board of Public Assistarce 
yesterday. 

A letter read from the Co. Dublin Board 
of Health, referring to the milk producers’ 
losses, suggested that in future the Board of 
Assistance should limit. competition in its con- 
tracts to Co. Dublin. : 

Alderman P. 8. Doyle, T.D., chairman, said 
that he knew of one man'who had 60 gallons 
of surplus milk which he offered for 5d., or 
even 4d., per gallon, but could not sell it. It 
was scandalous to have such a state of things 
existing. | | 

Mr. Medlar said that gallons of surplus 
milk would be thrown away in Co Dublin. 

The Chairman observed that it was sad to 
see milk, for which the poor had to pay such 
a high price, thrown away. i 

It was decided to inform the Board of 
Health that. the Board had no power to make 
the suggested limitation when making a con- 
tract. 

The relref supervisors reported that for the 
week ended Saturday last 6,935 cases had 
been relieved at a cost. of £3,319 10s., a de- 
crease from the: preceding week of £306, the 
decrease being due to the discontinuance of 
the coal allowance. 

A motion by Mrs. M. Walsh that the coal 
allowance be resumed was adopted. 

A motion was handed in by Mrs. Maud 
Walsh directing the attention of the President 
of the Executive Council to the desirability 
of introducing legislation to provide for the

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article:—With festal. pomp coming down 
from the days of King Edgar and from 
dimmer sons beyond,’ “King George VI. 
and Queen Elizabeth have been conse- 
crated to the service of their Empire. 
Upon the great congregation who watched 
the ancient rite performed on the same 
holy ground where their ancestors had 
seen the unction of so many English 
Kings, there could not but descend. some 
of the feeling of those same ancestors 
that a man who had sat in that chair 
and passed through that experience must 
rise up something “other than he had been. 


‘For, with an obstinate unanimity beyond 


the power. of republican rationalism to 
touch, men Ma all ages have associated thá 
idea of kingship with the idea of the 
divine. Melchizedek, King of Salem, who 
was a priest of the Most “High God, the 


imagination of the middle ages with the 
dream of a harmony of flesh and spirit 
in the domain of politics, we know now 
to be a conception common to all the 
races of mankind. Wherever men have 
formed societies there are, or have been, 
kings, and the “King, when first 
he appears, is a man who draws his 
strength from powers outside human life, 
yet draws it not for himself. Because he 
is in mysterious communion with forces 


.greater than man, his life is the life of 


the tribe; for his people he lives, and for 
his people sometimes he must sacra- 
mentally die. European kingship has 
travelled far out of the remote world in 
which these ideas were conceived, In 
England its character has been translated 
and re-translated. It has at one time 
been rationalised almost out of existence 
before it took on the imperial and federal 
significance it bears to-day. 

Yet. adds The Times, while that which 
was personal to the King ranged so far 
beyond the idea of mere authority, yester- 
day’s ceremony,.taken as a whole, remains 
a benediction upon power. There breathes 
through all the august ritual a sense of 
how sublime and awful is the endless 
adventure of governing men. There come 
moments to all engaged in that adventure 
when their calling seems no more than 
a petty scuffle of selfish factions 
a sordid huckstering over the mere 
material means of life. even an ignoble 
personal rivalry for ‘place and power. 
“ What shadows,” cried Burke in a 
moment of political disillusion, “ what 
shadows we are, and what shadows we 
pursue.’’ To such moods of pessimism 
the great solemnity of the Coronation is 
the answer, ‘‘d’onfortare,’’ says the 
ancient antiphon, over the crowned King; 
“be strong and play the man.” This 
vocation of. polities is’ the noblest of all 
human callings. Its business is not with 
the market place, but with the stars. It 
is still what it was to Plato, to St. 
Augustine, to Sir Thomas More. Its pur- 
pose is no less than the building of the 
City of God. To that exalted task King 
and people have been. consecrated 
together. A vow has been made that 
binds all who exercise any degree of 
political. authority—that binds, therefore, 
every supbject of the King. In redeem- 
ing it the. responsibility rests upon all, 
but it is the King’s part to be at the 
centre, uniting in his hands all the 
threads of the Imperial endeavour, coun- 
selling all. interpreting all the parts of 
his Empire to one another.

The Notable Absentee 


The smallest procession of the day was 
that of the Prime Minister’s, headed by 
the carriage containing Mr. and Mrs. 
Baldwin, who were warmly cheered all the 
way to Westminster and on the return 
journey. Lord and Lady Craigavon also 
had a great welcome, many people shout 
ing out the name ot the Northern Ireland 
Premier as he passed by. General Hertzog 
in evening dress was another Premier who 
was recognised and warmly greeted. Alas! 
there was nothing in the whole of the 
proceedings to recall the fact that the 
Irish Free State existed, or that its 
Government recognised that the King of 
the British Dominions was being crowned.

Organisation 

The organisation of everything in con- 
nection with the Coronation to-day was 
simply wonderful. The whole of the route 
was lined with spectators at a very early 
hour, and, once the pavements were occu- 
pied, the great barriers enclosing the 
whole of the line of the procession was 
closed, and only mm numbers of peopla 
were admitted to in to fill up ga 
where they could ne Sa Outside the 
barriers in all the streets approaching the 
route were stationed police, who had the 
task of diverting peop ‘e by warning them 
that there was no room left for them. In 
the neighbourhood of Westminster scores 
of streets were taken up as car parks, with 
the result that it was perfectly easy for 
anyone leaving the Abbey or the stands 
surrounding it to find their cars without 
any great difficulty within little walking 
distance, The refreshment buffets proved 
to be extremely useful, and on this occa- 
sion the famous great Hall of Westminster 
was turned into a buffet for the people 
occupying seats within the precincts of 
St. Stephen’s. Countless smal] tables with 
gilt chairs and a long buffet running all 
down the side of the hall, with an ex- 
cellent service of attendants, provided a 
comfortable resting-place for people who 
had been in their seats from dawn. 


Representatives of Irish Regiments 


Members of the Old Comrades’ Associa- 
tions of the five Irish regiments disbanded 
in 1922 on the setting up of the Free State 
‘were allotted spécial places of honour on 
the Coronation processional route by the 
War Office, and detachments from the 
Munsters, Leinsters, Connaughts, 
Royal Irish Irish and Dablins were 
present.

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 EMPIRE PAYS ITS. 
HOMAGE 


EFORE the King made his 
momentous broadcast to the 
Empire, leaders of the Dominions 
and ‘Colonies—some in London and 
others thousands of miles beyond the 
seas—tvok part in a programme of 
homage and devotion to the nev ly- 
crowned Monarch and his Consort. 
The tirst to pay greetings from 
overseas to the King and Queen on 
their Coronation Day was _ Lieu- 
tenant-General Sir Reginald Hild- 
yard, speaking from Bermuda— 
“this cluster of beautiful islands in 
mid-Atlantic.’ . 
His voice and the feelings of loyalty he 
expressed went round the globe into 
millions of homes, as did the message of 
Mr. W. R. Howley, vice-chairman of the 
Newfoundland Commission of Govern- 
ment, speaking in London on behalf of 
Britain's oldest colony, “ yielding place to 
none in loyalty’ and devotion to the 
Throne.”’ 
Mr. Mackenzie King, Prime Minister of 
Canada. also speaking from’ London, said: 
‘‘“Phe Coronation has its setting in the 
British Isles. Its significance, however, is 
as wide as the seven seas. It expresses 
the unity of the nations of the British 
Commonwealth secured by their free 
political institutions, their free association 
one with the other, and their common 
allegiance to the Crown.” 
Tributes were then paid by Mr. M. J. 
Savage, Prime Minister of New Zealand ; 
Mr. J. A. Lyons, Prime Minister of 
Australia; and Dr. Ba Maw, Chief 
Minister of Burma, all speaking from 
London, before the Marquess of Linlith- 
gow, the Viceroy, broadcasting from India, 
expressed the loyalty of the Princes and 
people of India to their King-Emperor 
and Queen-Empress.
